2000 WILMOT SELECTMEN REPORT 


The year 2000 was a busy one for the Selectmen’s Office with some of the projects we 
have been working on. 


The appraisal firm is in the final stages of finishing the town-wide revaluation. We had 
hoped to have this done in November but the time was short and we did not want to push 
the taxpayers into an assessment and the possibility of a tax bill in December. The 
revaluation will be completed in the spring so the first tax bill will be on the new 
assessment. 


The Selectmen’s Office is interviewing and asking engineering firms for cost estimates 
for the Campground Road Bridge. This is going to be a larger project then originally 
anticipated. Some of the preliminary cost estimates to replace the bridge are between 
$275,000.00 and $375,000.00. We are working very diligently to keep these costs down 
as much as possible. We have also started the process to have this bridge included in the 
state replacement plan, which makes us eligible for 80% of the cost reimbursed. 


The office building repairs and updates are pretty much completed. We have signed a 
contract to have the exterior of the building painted next spring. On the inside, we have 
remodeled the bathrooms, installed a new ceiling and lights, painted the interior walls, 
updated the wiring and insulated the foundation. These improvements have made the 
building look and function much better. We thank Mary Kay for the great assistance and 
time she put into this project. 


We continue to upgrade our office equipment. This helps us have a very good 
functioning office. The Selectmen meet on every Wednesday night from 6PM to 
whenever we are done. These meetings are open to the public and you are invited to drop 
in any time to visit or ask about anything. 


The Selectmen, with input from the employees of the town, have written a completely 
new employee policy. This policy covers all areas of employment with the town. 


We have negotiated a new contract for our solid waste disposal. This is with a new 
company. By the time you read this, most of you will see changes at the transfer station. 
This past summer we had some problems with the compactor. This was one of the 
reasons for changing companies. Please try and recycle only the materials we accept. 


The Selectmen would like to thank all the people who volunteer to be on boards and 
committees to help the town. Without these people our job would be a lot harder and 
time consuming. We also want to thank the employees of the town for doing a great job 
during this past year. We are very fortunate to have the people we have working for the 
town.

We have audited the accompanying general purpose financial statements of the Town of Wilmot as of 
and for the year ended December 31, 1999 as listed in the table of contents. These general purpose 
financial statements are the responsibility of the Town's management. Our responsibility is to express 
an opinion on these general purpose financial statements based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards. Those standards 
require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial 
statements are free of material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence 
supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial statements. -n audit also includes assessing the 
accounting principles used and significant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the 
overall financial statement presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis tor our 
opinion. 


The general purpose financial statements referred to above do not include the general fixed assets 
account group which should be included in order to conform with generally accepted accounting 
principles. As is the case with most municipal entities in the State of New Hampshire, the Town of 
Wilmot has not maintained historical cost records of its fixed assets. The amount that should be 
recorded in the general fixed assets account group is not known. 


In our opinion, except for the effect on the financial starements of the omission described in the 
preceding paragraph, the general purpose financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all 
material respects, the financial position of the Town of Wilmot as of December 31, 1999, and the results 
of its operations and the cash flows of its nonexpendable trust funds for the year then ended in 
conformity with generally accepted accounting principles. 


Our audit was made for the purpose of forming an opinion on the general purpose financial statements 
of the Town of Wilmot taken as a whole. The combining and individual fund financial statements listed 
as schedules in the table of contents are presented for purposes of additional analysis and are nota 
required part of the general purpose financial statements of the Town or Wilmot. Such informat:on has 
been subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the audit of the general purpose financial statements 
and, in our opinion, is fairly presented in all material respects in relation to the general purpose financial 
statements taken as a whole.

MAC computer.” This amendment to the amendment seconded by Mr. George Howe. 
Discussion followed. Amended amendment taken to vote: 57 YES, 24 NO. 

The Amendment to the Library Budget passed. 


Discussion Continued. Vote called to adopt Article 2 as amended “to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Seven Hundred Thirty Four Thousand and Forty Six Dollars 
($734,046.00) necessary to defray Town charges for the ensuing year.” Call to vote on 
the article seconded by Mr. Keith Fleury. Article passed. 


Selectman Richard Lee announced that at this point in the meeting the Board of 
Selectmen would like to present awards to several individuals for their volunteerism and 
dedication to the town. He also said that he is proud to live in this town. 


Awards of thanks and appreciation from Peter Parker of The Inlook Group and the Town 
Clerk-Tax Collector for “The Great Clean-Up” of the Records and Vault at the Town 
Hall during April and May, 1999 were presented to: John Jones, James Nichols, 
Constance C. Forsham, Barbara Sanborn, Judith Walker, The Wilmot Historical Society, 
The Supervisors of the Checklist, Maxwell S. Campbell, Jr., Selma Rockwood, Kathryn 
Butler, Janet Howe, George Howe, Ray Franklin, Joyce Lichty. and Lee & Mary Kay 
Huntoon. 


A special presentation was then made by the Board of Selectmen to Mr. Paul “Skuffy” 
Barton, who stepped down as Wilmot’s Police Chief after many years of service. (He 
will remain on as Sergeant on the Police Department!) “Skuffy” received a standing 
ovation from the audience and a hearty round of applause from everyone. 


Selectmen Lee presented him with a plaque with his badge number, which has also been 
retired by the town. Selectman Huntoon presented Mr. & Mrs. Barton with a dinner for 
two gift certificate in appreciation for the many dinners they had missed together over the 
years due to police calls.

ARTICLE 6: After the Moderator read the article, Mr. Richard Lee made the motion to 
adopt Article 6 as written “To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of Fifteen Thousand Dollars ($15,000.00) for the purpose of an engineering and design 
study for reconstructing the Campground Road Bridge.” Motion seconded by Mrs. 
Theresa Lee. Discussion followed. Article passes by show of hands 94 to 2. 


ARTICLE 7: After the Moderator read the article, Mrs. Mary Kay Huntoon made the 
motion to adopt Article 7 as written “ To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Eight Hundred and Thirty Seven Dollars ($837.00) for the purpose 
of supporting and funding the services of the Kearsarge Area Council on Aging.” Motion 
seconded by Ms. Ellen Phillips. No discussion. Article passes unanimously.

Motion to pass on the article was seconded by Mrs. Mary Kay Huntoon. No discussion. 
Vote to pass on article passed. 


ARTICLE 19: To transact any other business that may properly come before the 
meeting. 


The Moderator asked if there was any other business to come before the meeting. 


Mrs. Bonnie Bean asked about house numbering and when it might be completed. 
Selectman Lee said that he expects the numbering to be complete by June of 2000. 


Reverend John Wall thanked the Board of Selectmen for their work for the town. 
Motion to adjourn was made and seconded. 

The Town Meeting ended at 9:47 p.m.

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2000 REPORT OF PLANNING BOARD 


Brenda Snyder and Jon Feins joined the Planning Board this year, replacing Dee 
Segerson and Bill Cloues. Both Dee and Bill had served many years on the Board and 
are certainly missed. Bill had been our Chairman for four years and Dee had also been a 
Town representative on the Central New Hampshire Regional Planning Commission. 


The Town rejoined the Upper Valley/Lake Sunapee Regional Planning Commission in 
April and we have benefited from the experience of Ken McWilliams, their senior 
planner. Ken has attended most of our meetings and has helped us to become more 
efficient and consistent in the application of both the Wilmot regulations and the ever- 
changing State law. In addition, we sponsored jointly with them a seminar “The Dollars 
and Sense of Open Space” which was very well attended. 


2000 was a busy year for us both on regular business and in our ongoing efforts to update 
the Wilmot Zoning Ordinance. A total of 12 regular monthly meetings were held plus 
four special or work sessions and one public hearing for the Ordinance update. We were 
very pleased by the good public attendance at this hearing. A total of three subdivisions 
were reviewed this year and approved, four site plans were reviewed and approved with 
conditions and five mergers were authorized. Finally, anew Wireless Communications 
Facilities Ordinance was approved by the voters at the Town Meeting. 


We have completed work on a revised and updated Table of Uses, which will be voted on 
at the Annual Meeting. This Table uses a simplified format and comes with a detailed 
list of definitions which will make it much clearer and easier to use. All changes are the 
result of earlier public surveys and are consistent with the updated Town Master Plan. 
We anticipate that regular revisions of the Zoning Ordinance will be an ongoing priority 
for the Planning Board. For this to be done successfully continued wide public input 
(including responding to surveys) will be required. 


In this year’s warrant we are also requesting you to ratify the procedure of naming 
alternates to the Planning Board by the Selectmen. Alternates ensure a full Board should 
members be absent or recused due to conflict of interest.

REPORT FOR 2000 


In 2000, the Wilmot Police Department put into service a 2000 Ford Explorer 4- 
wheel drive cruiser. The cruiser works great and we thank the town’s people for it. 


In 2001, the police-operating budget will be presented before the town in two 
separate articles. The first article will be to operate the department in its current part-time 
capacity. The second article will be presented to operate the police department with one 
full-time (40 hours per week) officer along with part-time officers. 


It is my belief that the current population, increasing calls for service, and the 
requests of the town’s people for more visible police presence point to the necessity of 
providing the town with full-time police services. Bordering towns such as Springfield, 
Grafton and Andover, all with comparable populations to Wilmot, have already 
implemented full-time police officers. Implementing a full-time position in Wilmot 
would provide a more visible police presence as requested by the town’s people. This 
position would also provide the time necessary to follow up on calls and aid in keeping 
current with the training requirements mandatory for the State of New Hampshire. 


We thank the town for their continued support and look forward to serving in the 
years to come.

Kearsarge Area Council on Aging, Inc. (KCOA) is a non-profit organization which was 
founded eight years ago in 1992 with the mission of providing services and programs for 
area citizens over the age of 55 (and adults under 55 who through disability may need 
assistance) which enhances the quality of their lives. Our service area includes the towns 
of: Andover, Danbury, Grantham, Newbury, New London, Springfield, Sunapee, Sutton 
and Wilmot. 


This has been an eventful year for KCOA. We have worked, under a mandate from the 
State, which would like to keep elders out of expensive nursing homes, to become a 
satellite ServiceLink to the main centers established in two counties, Merrimack and 
Sullivan. Where other senior centers are just beginning to organize, we are already 
providing almost all of these services mandated by the state. Our transportation program, 
which boasts over 125 volunteer drivers and logged 23,000 miles in 2000, is a mode for 
other senior centers across the state. Other services we offer, such as Telephone 
Reassurance, Friendly Visitor, Mr. Fix-It, along with our position as a provider of 
Resource and Information are well developed and filling an ever-increasing need. We are 
presently working on developing another service, providing legal advice to seniors on a 
pro bono basis. 2000 has also been the year for strategic planning. A committee of 
directors and members has been meeting monthly to finalize a KCOA Strategic Plan that 
will be formalized early in 2001. 


Social programs are a necessity for everyone, but particularly for older people. Some of 
those offered at the KCOA Center on Main Street in New London are:. Bridge (contract, 
duplicate and bridge for beginners), Photography, Quilting, Painting, “In Stitches,” 
Greeting Card Making, Scrabble and Dominoes, Chair Exercises, and Tai Chi. Our 
computer instruction is ever popular, and our six computers are now equipped for e-mail. 
They are available for member use outside of regular instruction time. Such programs 
along with the monthly Conversations With Lunch and the Humanities Series (which this 
year was “No, But I Saw The Movie”), prove that seniors not only like to socialize, but to 
learn as well. Trips, which vary from race- track to museum, have become very popular. 
Members, donors and others keep up with KCOA’s many activities through the monthly 
eight-page newsletter, The Courier, 1400 copies of which are disseminated each month. 


KCOA’s Outdoor Recreation For Seniors, is another model program which gets 30-40 
seniors outdoors for exercise one a week, be it snow shoeing or hiking, skiing or 
kayaking. We also offer indoor walking in winter, where participants keep track of their 
mileage. 


Our Administrative Director, Nancy Friese, became our Executive Director this year and 
has been hard at work developing relationships with other centers, getting ready for our 
national accreditation and “tending to business” which she does so well. Our members 
know they have a ready source of information and a sympathetic ear in Nancy. 
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We are most grateful for the continuing financial support from our area nine towns, 
donors to our annual fund drive, foundation grants, the sponsors of our newsletter and 
individual clients. Thank you for your generosity! You will be receiving an Annual 
Report edition of the Courier early in February with more detailed information than 
possible here.

Report of the Library Trustees 


In 2000, the Wilmot Public Library loaned 2709 adult and juvenile books, 490 videos, 
225 audiotapes and CDs and 221 magazines. Through interlibrary loan, 223 books were 
either loaned to or from our library. Our association with the Libraries of the Upper 
Valley (LUV) continues to allow our patrons further access to a varied circulation of 
current materials. 109 patrons came to the library to use the copy machine and about half 
that number came to use the computers. 


Speaking of computers, thanks to a suggestion from Debra Reis Baird at Town Meeting, 
and the generosity of those present to vote, additional funds were given to the Library to 
be used for the purchase of an iMAC computer for compatibility with the Kearsarge 
Regional School District computers. The computer is up and running and is Internet 
accessible as well. The new iMAC is not just for the community children, but also a 
handy tool for anyone who would like to “surf the net” or do some word processing. 
Take a few minutes to stop by and see for yourself how easy it is to access the world of 
iMAC. 


Last year’s unfortunate loss of library advocate, Frances Wilcox, and the subsequent 

generous contributions in her memory, continues to allow the library to significantly 

expand its collection. Already, over 30 books have been purchased in her memory, a 
fund for on-going purchases has been established, and, through a matching gift from 

Johnson & Johnson, money has been invested long-term for future acquisitions. Our 
heartfelt thanks again to all who donated in Fran’s memory. 


Programs during 2000 included a wonderful interactive wildlife tracking presentation, 
including a print-casting workshop. 25-30 area residents of all ages attended, and 
although we thought the workshop would appeal to the younger children most, it was 
clearly the older “children” who had the most fun. Local children’s author, Mary Lyn 
Ray, read for us during National Library Week in April. Diane Kordas, a singing 
puppeteer, presented “A Tale with a Twist” to the delight of over 70 attendees in August. 
Summer Program readers, Mary Jane Ogmundson, Mr. Rick (Zuelke), Pat Stewart and 
John Williams enchanted our children on Wednesday evenings. The children have done 
it again with another creative publication entitled Penelope, The Wilmot Tooth Fairy. 
George Howe, on behalf of the Friends of the Library, contributed his expertise in layout 
and printing. Feel free to pick up a copy of this literary treasure for your own library. In 
December, the Library was once again host to an enjoyable Holiday Open House. 


Linda Lambert, President, Barbara Fitts, Vice President, Pat Novak, Secretary and Jim 
Hall, Treasurer, the Board and the membership of the Friends of Wilmot Public Library 
continue to share their expertise, fundraising efforts, volunteer hours and generosity. 
Organizing programs, holding book and bake sales, covering the circulation desk and 
producing newsletters are just a few of the more visible things they do. The Friends have 
continued to make the Christa McAuliffe Planetarium pass available to Wilmot residents 
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and their guests. Why not honor Christa by making a visit to the planetarium this year. 
Thanks to the Friends, you can’t beat the price! 


You might have noticed that our library looked particularly nice this year. Thanks go to 
Mimi Broadhead for painting, painting and more painting until she got it just right! 
Thanks go to the Wilmot Garden Club who paid extra attention to the Library gardens. 
Patrons not only had the opportunity to learn inside the Library, but also outside with 
carefully labeled plants and flowers. Thanks go to to our neighbor, Donald Brady, who 
has been immensely helpful tending to odd jobs. Thanks go to Marilyn Lee for adorning 
our door with a lovely holiday wreath. And last, but not least, thanks go to all the 
volunteers who take a few minutes here and there to spruce up. A visit to our library is 
always a pleasure, from the flowers that greet you at the front door to the view out the 
back and all the resources, opportunities and friendly faces in between. 


This report would not be complete without special thanks to Kathi Donovan, our fantastic 
librarian, always ready to help any time you need assistance. By the time you read this, 
she will have turned over her date stamp to someone new. Kathi is not going far, but has 
some exciting new family obligations to tend to and so we will be soon saying “see you 
later” to our friend.

It seems that everywhere we look we see or read something about technology and 
its impact on our lives. Increasingly we communicate, shop, investigate and learn online. 
During the past year, Lake Sunapee Region Visiting Nurse Association has invested 
resources and time to educate staff so that we can use technology to its best advantage in 
caring for patients in their homes. Since so much of what we do involves the healing 
touch you might wonder why we would invest so heavily in technology. Our mission at 
Lake Sunapee Region Visiting Nurse Association is to provide home health services that 
will preserve the dignity and independence of those for whom we provide care. 
Technology is one tool that supports that mission. 


Over the past year, we have spent a great deal of time preparing for a change in 
Medicare reimbursement going from a cost-reimburse system to a prospective payment 
system (PPS). This is the first major change to Medicare since it was initiated in 1965. 
Under PPS each patient must receive a comprehensive assessment called OASIS, a 
questionnaire involving over 100 questions about the patient’s clinical status, functional 
status and need for therapy. From those questions, a payment for an episode of care 
lasting up to 60 days is determined. One of our major concerns was to ensure that we 
provided technology that would allow the nurses and therapists to collect this 
information, but have the time needed to actually provide care to the patient. Over the 
summer, all clinicians have been trained and received laptop computers. This allows the 
staff access to the most up to date information on each patient and allows administration 
to have the data necessary for regulatory and reporting purposes. 


We have also invested in state of the art 
technology or contracted with other providers to 
bring the latest in clinical advances to your home. 
As patients leave the hospital more quickly or have 
operative procedures done on an outpatient basis, 
more technology is needed in the home. This 
technology enhances patient care, improves 
efficiency and lowers costs. Technology can allow a 
terminally ill child to be at home with his family or 
can allow an adult needing intravenous therapy to 
continue going to work. 





During the past year we have also invested in training and in competency 
assessment for our staff to ensure that their assessment and treatment skills are of the 
highest quality to meet patient needs. We have specialists on staff in the areas of 
cardiology, wound care, diabetes, pediatrics and hospice. All of our clinical staff and the 
support staff back at the office are committed to achieving the best outcome for each and 
every patient we see. We are gratified by the strong community support we receive and 
by the comments on our care submitted by patients and families. 
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In fulfilling its mission, Lake Sunapee Region Visiting Nurse Association 
provided a number of community benefits for residents of Merrimack and Sullivan 
counties in addition to charity care in excess of $75,000.

e Provided weekly Parent Child Support Group sessions for 40 families, 
including free child care and transportation, if needed; 

e Presented community education programs on CPR, first aid, Sudden Infant

e Trained 10 new Hospice Volunteers and provided continuing education for 
16 established volunteers; | 

e Participated in community health fairs; 

e Provided clinical experiences for 12 nursing students and special project sites 
and internships for nursing, business and social work students;

e Distributed weather emergency information and File of Life kits to each 
patient admitted to LSRVNA services; 

e Provided medication assistance and preventive dental care for needy 
children; 

e Provided storage space and distributed food for the Kearsarge Food Pantry; 

e Offered job shadowing opportunities for students from local high schools, 
technical schools, colleges and universities; 

e Participated on the Merrimack and Sullivan County ServiceLink advisory 
boards; 

e Provided vaccines free or at cost to adults in the community;

During the past year //2 residents of the town of Wilmot utilized the services of 
Lake Sunapee Region Visiting Nurse Association. Our Home Care program provided 
700 visits to 14 patients. The Hospice program cared for / patient and family providing 5 
visits and /7 hours of volunteer/bereavement support. Our Pediatric programs provided 
care for 10 children and families. The Long-term Care program cared for 6 patients 
providing 268 hours of care. Influenza vaccine was administered to 77 residents and Life 
services were provided for 4 residents.

forward to providing home health, hospice and community services for the residents of 
Wilmot in the coming year.

The Wilmot Learning Place (WLP) is our town's own Preschool, Pre-K and 
Kindergarten, offering an introduction to education for three, four and five year old 
children. The WLP is governed by a volunteer Board of Directors consisting of 
concerned citizens, teacher advisors and parents. 


This year, the WLP has 27 students representing six area towns. New programs have 
included the introduction of Bradley Phonics (BP) to the Kindergarten curriculum. 
Taught by Nancy Cogswell, a certified BP Instructor, this program has lead our 
Kindergarten class to develop pre-reading skills and a few students have already begun to 
read on their own! Our Pre-K class, taught by Wilmot resident, Clare Morgan, is 
focusing on complete alphabet and number recognition as preparation for Kindergarten 
next year. Our Pre-School students are learning numbers, shapes, colors and cooperative 
playtime. 


With the issue of public Kindergarten still undecided, the future of the WLP's 
Kindergarten Program remains uncertain. The WLP will continue to operate as a private 
Kindergarten if the bond does not pass. We plan to continue the Pre-School and Pre-K 
Programs much as they are running currently - as excellent introductory steps into the 
educational process. 


We make every effort to keep our tuition affordable and provide scholarship assistance 
whenever we are able. This year, through our own fund raising events, we have 
established a special scholarship assistance fund specifically for this purpose. The Town 
of Wilmot's past financial support has helped us tremendously each year. This support, 
along with our Board's fund raising efforts and donations from local churches and 
townspeople, keep the school's tuition accessible to most residents. 


We thank the Town of Wilmot for its continued support of this worthy cause and invite 
you to our monthly Board Meetings held the third Thursday of each month at the 
Community Center. Please do not hesitate to contact me or another Board Member if you 
have questions or are interested in visiting our school to see our programs at work.

As your local link to the University of New Hampshire, Cooperative Extension 
provides practical, research-based education to people of all ages, helping them make 
informed decisions that strengthen youth, families, and communities, sustain natural 
resources, forests, wildlife and agriculture, and improve the economy. 


Merrimack County residents benefit from a wide range of Extension offerings, which 
include 4-H and youth development programs, monitoring water quality in our lakes 
and rivers, reducing the use of pesticides, parenting programs, land use management, 
food safety, forest stewardship, family finances, meeting the needs of low income 
families, strengthening our communities and developing a strong volunteer base while 
providing a wide range of information to citizens. This year, Extension expanded its 
public outreach with a toll-free Family, Home & Garden Info Line, staffed Monday 
through Friday, 9am to 2pm (1-877-398-4769). 


Extension staff provides education to forest landowners, food producers and plant 
growers that helps keep their enterprises profitable, thus preserving their land as open 
space. Many studies show that open space helps keep property taxes low, as it places 
few demands on taxpayers for services. 


A major statewide Extension initiative, Strengthening New Hampshire Communities 
has impacted Merrimack County. Extension staff have worked with the communities 
in a variety of wavs. Several Merrimack County towns have participated in 
Extension's exciting Community Profile process. A Community Profile is a tool to 
help community members create a vision about what they want their community to be 
like, and then forms action groups to reach those goals. In addition Cooperative 
Extension provides publication notebooks for all town libranes. The Extension 
currently participates in a monthly radio program on WKXL providing information to 
the communities throughout the County. Extension information can also be obtained 
from the Web at ceinto.unh.edu. Follow-up support is available from UNH 
Cooperative Extension statf. 


Other community efforts include after school programs, teen assessment projects. 
wellness teams. town office visits. the Master Gardener program, working with town 
officials to make sure local ordinances are “agriculture-friendly” and assisting schools 
with maintenance of athletic fields and landscaped areas. 


The staff in Merrimack County includes nine Extension educators, two state 
specialists and three support staff. Educators reach approximately one of every four 
families in the county.

Fire Chief’s 2000 Report 


The Fire Department was busy during the past year. We responded to 32 calls. 
These calls ranged from structure fires to auto accidents. 


We were very fortunate there were no major structure fires in town this past year. 
We had a couple small ones with minor damage. We did respond out of town for mutual 
aid to a couple of structure fires. 


We did have numerous auto accidents with a couple of them being very severe, 
and one being a fatal. Please think of this and possibly take a few extra minutes to go 
where you are headed. 


The fire department continues to upgrade equipment. During the past year we 
have had a truck committee looking at a design for a replacement truck. This truck will 
replace the one we purchased in 1979. The committee has put many hours and trips to- 
other fire departments to look at different equipment and truck designs. This is going to 
be a very costly purchase and we are asking the town to help out. You will hear more 
about this at town meeting. 


Please remember, smoke detectors save lives, check your batteries. If you are 
burning wood, have your chimney cleaned and burn dry wood. If you have children or 
elderly people living in your residence, have an escape plan in place in case of a fire or 
some other emergency. Have a couple of ways out of the residence and a meeting place 
outside or at a neighbor’s house. Call 911. 


The fire department has ordered a new diesel generator for the fire station in 
emergencies and when we lose power. This may be installed by town meeting or shortly 
after. Our next step will be to have the Red Cross accept the fire station as a shelter. We 
want to thank you for your response to our solicitation letter to help us with this purchase. 


I would like to thank all the residents of Wilmot for your outstanding support of 
the fire department in the past year. 


I also want to thank all the members of the fire department and fast squad for all 
they do. We are all volunteers and receive no pay for what we do.

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TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER REPORT 


There are 2,200 Forest Fire Wardens and Deputy Forest Fire Wardens throughout the state. Each 
town has a Forest Fire Warden and several Deputy Wardens who assist the Forest Rangers with forest fire 
suppression, prevention, and law enforcement. The number of fires reported during the 2000 fire season was 
below average as referenced in the statistics below. Despite this, our network of fire towers and detection 
patrols were still quite busy with the fire towers being first to report over 135 fires. These fires were quickly 
and accurately reported to the local fire department for their prompt and effective suppression efforts. 
Wildland fires occurring in areas where homes are situated in the woodlands are a serious concern for both 
landowners and firefighters. Homeowners can help protect their homes by maintaining adequate green space 
around them and making sure that houses are properly identified with street numbers. Please contact the 
Forest Protection Bureau to request a brochure to assist you in assessing fire safety around your home and 
woodlands. 

To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State Forest Ranger, contact your local Warden 
or Fire Department to find out if a permit is required before doing ALL outside burning. Fire permits are 
required for any open burning unless the ground is completely covered with snow where the burning will be 
jone. Violations of RSA 227-L:17, the fire permit law and the other burning laws of the State of New 
Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to $2,000 and/or a year in jail. Violators are also liable 
for all fire suppression costs. 

There are eleven Forest Rangers who work for the New Hampshire Division of Forests and Lands, 
Forest Protection Bureau. Forest Rangers have investigated numerous complaints regarding violations of the 
amber harvest and forest fire laws, and taken enforcement action to ensure compliance. If you have any 
questions regarding forest fire or timber harvest laws, please call our office at 271-2217, or for general 
nformation visit our website at www.dred.state.nh.us . 

The State of New Hampshire operates 15 fire towers, 2 mobile patrols and 3 contract aircraft patrols. 
This early detection system and reports from citizens aid in the quick response from local fire departments. 
[hese factors are critical in controlling the size of wildland fires, keeping the loss of property and suppression 
costs as low as possible. Due to permitting and fire safety concerns, please contact your local fire department 
3EFORE using portable outdoor fire places and vessels, including those constructed of clay, concrete or wire 
nesh.
